There are 
objects that generate code known in the prior art, such as PHP objects, which are a type of 
scripting, designed to save time by automating and reusing code. However, there would be no 
motivation to use such objects on the server, when the web page in it's entirety had already been 
completely generated by the WYSIWYG editor
